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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale ,n this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in The United Sta "es 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Suzuki et al 
(European Patent No. 0688035). 

3. As to claims 1 and 2, Suzuki teaches m x n cathode (see figure 12, page 12, lines 34-38). 
Grid electrode which includes row conductor Dxl-m, column conductor Dyl-n (see figure 12). 
The correction-current determining unit 8013 can include a look-up table (LUT) (see figure 21, 
35, 36, page 19, lines 10-17). Accordingly, LUT corresponds to cut-off correction and gain 
correction of the claims. 

4. As to claims 3-6, Suzuki teaches image generating circuit 2 1 07 (see figure 49) and a 
random access memory (see figure 19, page 18, lines 41). A phosphor film 1008 (see figure 13A, 
13B, page 12, lines 39). 

5 . As to claims 7-11, phosphor film 1 008 corresponds to the anode means.
